‘Australian Women Are Not Going to 
Take Any Chances . 

Premier Hughes has introduced a 
bill in’ the Federal’ Parliament © of 
Australia making provision for wo- 
mén domiciled in Australia to marry 
soldiers at the front by proxy.
